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Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-87, drawn to methods of modification of a target RNA via RNA- 
like compounds and RNAse III domain containing polypeptides, 
classifiable in class 514, subclass 44. 

II. Claims 88-92, drawn to a cell having enhanced RNase III activity, 
classifiable in class 435, subclass 325. 

III. Claims 94 and 95, drawn to a hybrid RNase III, classified in class 530, 
subclass 350. 

Group I Is further restricted as follows: Applicant is required to elect the method 
of Group I via the use of single stranded polynucleotide or double 
stranded polynucleotide (see claims 59, 60, 72, and 73. for example). The 
compounds, double stranded vs single stranded, function by different 
biological mechanisms (antisense inhibition vs RNA interference via 
dsnucleic acid elicited enzymes, e. g.) and require different steps when 
used in a method, for example. 

Claims 1.15, 33, 55, 67, and 93 link the above identified inventions. The 
restriction requirement between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of 
the linking claim. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement 
as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or 
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otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to 
examination in the instant application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any such ciaim(s) 
depending from or including all the limitations of the allowable linking clalm(s) is/are 
presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or 
divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction 
requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In 
reZiegler, 44 F.2d 1211, 1215.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the method of 
group I could be accomplished in a cell via the use of a an antisense oligonucleotide 
that recruits RNase H, for example. 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
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using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the method of Group I could 
be performed in a cell without enhanced RNase III activity or the modification of the 
target could be performed with an antisense which recruits RNase H, for example. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are two different compounds/compositions that 
have different biological activities. For example one might perform a method of 
modifying a target RMNA in the cell of Group II where there is no requirement for a 
hybrid RNase III, and furthermore it is not necessary that a hybrid RNAse III has 
enhanced activity, for example. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
